The 
fatfter, who lives at 1706 Liese 
avenue, has been seeking his 
daughter since last Sunday, and 
he fears that the strange mes- 
sage received may be the truth. 


Captain of Inspectors Lou F. 


Agnew has detailed Inspectors 
St.'Glair Hodgkiris and'Thomas 
Wood to investigate the case. 
The police believe that the girl 
may have run away and that she 
may have sent the brutal letter 
to her father to throw him off 
the trail, or that the letter may 
have been written by somebody 
as a crude attempt at a practical 
joke. 


AWAY FROM HOME. 


Iselin explained to the police that his 


daughter had been working for a Mrs. 
Harrison, who lived in Bast Eighteenth 
street, and that until last Sunday she 
had been in the habit of returning home 
every night. He did not report tho dis- 
appearance of hla daughter until today, 
as he learned that Mrs. Harrison had 
moved to Piedmont and he thought that 
*he girl was probably staying with her 
ta the new home. 


The strange missive received by Ise- 


lin today was signed "Mrs. J. Harrison" 
xnd gives what purports to be an ac- 
count of the 'girl's death.

D. Fleming Must Serve 
* 
10-Year Prison Sentence

ideath of 


George Vallier, must serve out his 
lerm of 10 years In the state prison, 
ncoording to an opinion written by 
Justice Burnett and handed down in 
the Third District Court of Appeals 
today. The decision upholds the lower 
court. From the evidence before tho 
court It appears that Henry .Golden 
and George Vallier, boys, started from 
their homes In Tacoma to beat their 


way to San Francisco. On the even- 
Ing of August 25, 1910, they boarded 
a passenger train at Delta, climbing 
on top of the car. When the train 
stopped at Redding the boys had to 
be helped <down and Vallier was taken 
to a hospital, where he 
died three 
hours later. An autopsy showed that 
Valller's death was due to Wounds on 
the right and left ildes of his fore- 
head. Fleming, who was special po- 
liceman on the train, was charged with 
beating up the youth and causing the 
Injuries which resulted in his death.

idea of creating a more sacred regard 
for the privileges of the initiative, ref- 
erendum and recall and to prevent a 
small discontented element, represent- 
ing only a meager percentage of the 
voters, from foisting an expensive elec- 
tion upon a municipality or other 
community. Assemblyman Frank M. 
Smith ol' Oakland introduced a con- 
stitutional amendment in the Assem- 
bly yesterday providing for heavy in- 
creases in the number o£ petitioners 
necessary to call for, a popular vote 
under any of i-lie three electoral rights. 


It is generally -understood' that As- 
semblyman Smith's action Is the out- 
growth of the recent attempt on, the 
part of Socialists of Oakland to recall 
Major Mott—an attempt that cost the 
city of Oakland a vast amount and 
was not participated in generally by 
th.o voters. 


It Is me opinion of Assemblyman 


Smith that the ease with which the 
Initiative, referendum and recall can 
be resorted to has resulted in annuling 
a proper respect .for the privilege of 
direct government provided by the 
statute, and has opened the way for 
political malcontents to create dis- 
order and disrupt government at the 
expense of the people. 


AVERAGE IS SMAMj. 


On the average not more than 70 
per cent of the voters have partici- 
pated in an initiative, referendum or 
recall election, and it is the general 
opinion that the amount' onlj' reaches 
this total through the fact that voters 
are compelled to recognize the election 
and cast their ballots as a matter of 
self-protection or political preserva- 
tion. 


If the act creating the Initiative, 
referendum and recall is amended. It

ARMORY FOtt OAKLAND. 


The first step to secure a state 


armory and arsenal for Oakland was 
initiated 
yesterday, 
when 
Senator 


Georpe J. Hans introduced a- bill pro- 
viding for a legislative appropriation 
of $250,000 for the acquisition of land 
and the erection and equipment of the 
structure. 
The measure asked that this fund 


he placed m the hands of the ad- 
jutant-general, as ex-officio quarter- 
master of the state, for disbursement. 


San Francisco, Los Angeles and 


Sacramento now have state armories, 
either under course of construction or 
provided for by appropriations, and It 
is believed that on this basis, should 
funds bs available. Oakland will be 
next in, line lor such a building. 


It Is possible, however, that the bill 


to be Introduced by Adjutant-General 
Forbes, providing for a state reim- 
bursement plan for the erection of 
armories, will affect the request of 
Oakland for a building. 


OPPOSE WHIPPING POST. 


While the women of California may 


look with favor upon the bill intro- 
duced by' Senator George J. Hans of 
Alameda county, providing: for the eSr- 
tablishment of a. blacklist of divorced 
wife-beaters in California and ostra- 
cising them from society, they are a 
unit against the inauguration of the 
whipping post for those men who are 
cruel to their wives. This was the sen- 
timent expressed by members of the 
Women's Legislative Council of Cali- 
fornia at a session held »t Hotel Sac- 
ramento yesterday to consider pro- 
posed legislation affecting- women. 
Senator Hans' bill and that intro- 


duced by Senator "William J. Cassidy 
of San Francisco, providing for the 
whipping post, were considered and 
discussed by the women. 


Such active suffrage workers as 


Mrs. Helen Moo^ of San Francisco, 
Mrs. Florence Collins Porter of Los 
Angeles and Mrs. C. M. Weymann of; 
San Francisco opposed the bill strenu- 
ously during the discussion. 


"While there are men who are 
brutes in the treatment of their wives, 
I do not believe the* administration of 
hrutal punishment would he a correc- 
tive." was the statement of Mrs. Wey- 
ma-nn.' 


WOIJM> CURB SPECULATION. 


A taxation system that will curb land 


peculation such as retards the growth 
pf a city Is made possible by an Assem- 
Wr Constitutional 
Amendment 
which 


Gelder of Berkeley introduced in the As- 
se-nibly yesterday. The amendment is a 
substitute for the home rule In the taxa- 
tion amendment which went down to 
,1=fcat before the-vote of the people. 


The advantage held out by the amend- 


ment over the present system Is that 
It would amend that clause of the con- 
stitution which provides for an assess- 
ment to full value of all lands and Im- 
provements thereon. 
The amendment 


would place In the hands of the city and 
county officers the privilege of exempt- 
Ing the Improvements and personal prop- 


to stamp out nepotism In State offices. 
True to post history. Brown introduced 
the bill yesterday and opened the way 
for an extended discussion before the. 
session ends. 


Brown's bill not only 
would prevent 


State officers from employing relatives, 
out It would embrace the county officers 
as well. It might also include the Sena- 
tors and Assemblymen In the appoint- 
ment ot attaches. Brown declared last 
night that he is going to keep plodding 
for his nepotism bill until he sees It 
made into a law. 


The passage of such a bill would hit 


the Superintendent of Pubic Instructon 
and Secretary of State, both officers hav- 
ing relatives working as clerks in their 
offices.

MILEAGE IS PROBLEM. 


The new bifurcated system of Legis- 


lature has brought up a number of In- 
teresting problems for the lawmakers to 
nolve, one of which Is the mileage ques- 
tion. After considerable impromptu dis- 
cussion as to whether the legislators are 
entitled to round-trip mileage at the rate 
of 10 cents a mile for both sessions of 
the Legislature, or for orjy one,; the 
subject has been passed up to Attorney- 
General Webb for a decision. 


If the Legislature Is held to be ad- 


journed during- the interim between the 
first and last sessions, it is believed that 
Webb will rula that the Solons are en- 
titled to round-trip mileage twice. 
If 


the Legislature is held to be in session 
during this Interim the Solons will get 
but one mileage allowance. 


A proposition to bond the State ot Cali-

Assemblyman Frank Smith of Oakland

are found to be affected by the disease 
they are to be segregated.

Bill Introduced Against Vessels 


in Combines, 'Following 


Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The first 


result of the investigation of the so- 
called ship trust by the House mer- 
chant marine committee appeared to- 
day as a bill by Representative Hunj- 
phrey of Washington to bar from the 
Panama canal all American or foreign 
vessels in combines and conferences. 


"Witnesses have told the committee 
that practically ail vessels in 
the 


American Atlantic coastwise trade op- 
erate in agreement and that the for- 
eign lines In the trade between New 
Tork and South America, South Af- 
rica, Austria, Japan, China, the Phil- 
ippines and India have rate and sail- 
ing date agreements and rebate and 
pooling agreements. 


"The evidence already produced at 
these hearings," declared Representa- 
tive Humphrey today as he presented 
the bill to the House, "has fully dem- 
onstrated that the foreign steamships 
which carry our commerce are guilty 
of every charge mado against them. 
The United States Is a mere way sta- 
tion for these foreign owned lines. The 
evidence also has developed the fact 
that these foreign combines intend to 
monopolize and control the trade 
through the Panama canal."

Ftfzgera/d's Union Ferry Building Bi/l. 


Tlie bill which Assemblyman George F. Fitzgerald, a former 


member of the City Council under the old charter and now repre-^ 
senting the Thirty-ninth Assembly District, has introduced at the 
present session of the State Legislature, providing for the erection 
o£ a union ferry building on the municipal waterfront in the Key 
Route basin, is one of those measures which needs to be carefully 
scrutinized before it receives any official endorsement or popular 
support from any source on the eastern side of San Francisco. 
From the_published summary of the purposes of the bill, it may 
be pronounced to be, apparently at least, one of the most danger- 
ous measures which could be possibly framed against the preser- 
vation of the control of Oakland's waterfront by the municipality, 
for it contemplates putting any union ferry building erected on 
this side of the bay under the complete jurisdiction of the State 
Board of San Francisco Harbor Commissioners. The bill provides 
that this assumption of State jurisdiction over the waterfront 
ceded to Oakland shall be resumed by the ingenious proposition 
that the State Board of Harbor Commissioners shall only grant 
privileges to such persons or corporations as shall carry passen- 
gers to-and from the union ferry depot in San Francisco and the 
union ferry depot at some other city on the bay sl\ore. It also 
provides that the lands leased by the various railroad companies 
on the eastern shore "of the bay and the piers erected thereon shall 
be used for freight purposes only. The handling of passengers 
and the maintenance of passenger depots thereon are, prohibited. 


To the lineal extent of the water frontage leased to the rail- 


road corporations for freight and passenger purposes it is plain 
that any statute enacted which excluded any part of these water- 
front leaseholds from devotion to the passenger traffic (if valid) 
and forced the passenger business to a union depot erected on the 
waterfront property reserved by the municipality for its own 
uses, would increase the power of the railroad corporations to ex- 
pand their commercial facilities and completion against the city 
which is spending millions of dollars for the improvement of: the 
waterfront it has retained for general commercial uses and-for 
the sake of the revenues and other benefits to the community to 
be derived therefrom. 


The correct policy for the State to pursue regarding the water- 


front of Oakland is absolute non-interference with its manage- 
ment by the municipality. Up to the time the State relinquished 
control of the waterfront and transferred its title to Oakland to 
some four hundred acres of; the submerged tidelands on the west- 
ern shore, it never spent a dollar in the improvement thereof, nor 
in the defense of its ownership during the fifty and. odd years it 
was in litigation. 


On the other .hand, since the title to the waterfront has been 


quieted-and legally vested in Oakland, the latter has started pub- 
lic improvements on the property which is costing now $2,500,060 
and which will cost to expand over $20,000,000 more probably in 
the next ten years. ^ 
, - 


Oakland is not seelang any kind of State partnership in the 


development of its waterfront. If at any time in future it may 
be found necessary to erect" a union ferry depot for the conveni- 
ence of other transportation companies that may desire to use 
the waterfront, Oakland will erect such a building at its own cost 
and will also regulate its uses, fix the rentals and collect the reve- 
nues without any inter-meddling by the San Francisco State Har- 
bor Commission. The jurisdiction of that commission does not 
span the bay and it is of vital Interest to the future welfare of the 
cities on the east bay shore", particularly to Oakland, that any at- 
tempt made to so extend it, such as is apparently contemplated 
in the Fitzgerald bill, shall be frustrated.

A Swindle That Went Wrong. 


A Terre Haute hotel man named Fox has created a great stir 


at Hot Springs, Ark., by claiming that he was buncoed out of 
$20,000 in a local gambling joint known as the Indiana Club. He 
threatens to put a stop to gambling in Hot Springs if his money 
is not returned to him. 


The circumstances of the case are interesting because they 


Illustrate the cupidity and dishonesty sure-thing men appeal to 
in swindling their dupes. Here is Fox's own story of how he 
was swindled: 


"Last Thursday myself and a number of gentlemen were seat- 


ed in the lobby of the hotel, when Mr. James came up to us. Ward 
was acquainted with one of the gentlemen in the party. I was 
presently called off to one side. Mr. Ward explained to me that 
his brother-in-law was assistant manager of the Indiana Club. 
He stated that his brother-in-law's name was Joe Denton. It was 
explained to me that Denton had fixed a roulette wheel in the 
Indiana Club so that he and Ward could win some money, pro- 
vided he would bring some men along, men of 
considerable 


means, so that it would look like these men had a chance to win. 


"I came to Hot Springs with Ward last Friday. Upon arrival 


it was eSplained and demonstrated that it would be possible to 
wjin.,*—This conference took place in the ladies' parlor of 
the 


Indiana Club. On Friday evening, about 7:30 o'clock, the 
play 


started. I won $26,800 in about fifteen minutes. This was to 
be deposited in a local bank to be divided between five in the 
crowd, including a friend of mine, Ward, the dealer, Joe Denton 
mid myself." 


FUA explains thai when he wop his money was refused him, 


the statement being made, he alleges, that the club declined to 
pay until he could prove that had he lost he would have been 
able to make good. He states he later cashed his own check for 
$20,000, which he had tendered when he claims he started to 
play the wheel, and that after he had deposited the $20,000, the 
amount of his check, he received from the Indiana Club a due 
bill for $46,700, covering the amount of his check and the $26,700 
he alleges he won. Continuing, Mr. Fox says: 


"Upon later presenting the due bill I was told the club did not 


have any money to meet the same, but would send out and get it. 
Wt.ru and the rest oi us retired into an adjoining apartment, 
where we had a bottle of wine. I was awaiting the return of the 
money. Ward left the room and is supposed to have played the 
due bill in one of the games and lost." 


Of course Fox fell in with a band of thieves, but is'he any 


better than the men who skinned him? He played because,he 
believed one of the men connected with the gambling house had 
iix«4 the wutett* whwl *> h« couid win without t*kia« any

chances. He was in on a sure-tning proposition—a scheme, in 
short, to swindle the gamblers who ran the Indiana joint. Had 
he, like an honest man, refused to be a party to a crooked and 
dishonorable job he would not have been victimized. 
He was 


robbed while trying to rob others. An honest man would not 
have fallen into the trap he fell into. - The thieves he encountered 
were slicker than he was, but their hook was baited with^a lure 
that would never tempt an honest man. 


Patsy Carroll, a well-known sure-thing m'an who died in Oak- 


land a few years ago, used to say that it was crooks and not 
suckers that he played for. "You can't sell a gold brick or green 
goods to a man who is not willing to steal," he was wont to say. 
"We show a fellow how he .can rob somebody else and then we 
skin him." That is Fox's case precisely. He went out to bite 
and got bitten. It was a case of dog eat dog.

bring physicians and patients together 


It is striking to note In the Tele- 


phono Review that •while the 1911 popu- 
lation per square mils in . the 
United 


States was 30, the number of telephones 
per 100 population was 81. It is \ery 
noteworthy that the United States con- 
tains -within its boundaries almost three- 
fourths of all the telephones there are 
in the world 


The 
telephone has been a mighty 


factor in improving the health and wel- 
fare of the community Health bureaus 
have been able to accomplish their work 
more rapidly and effectively by use of 
the telephone. Ambulance ser\lco has 
been developed to a high state' of effi- 
ciency through the accessibility of tele- 
phones in all parto of the community. 
Rapidity of service, with promptness in 
phoning, have served to save many lives 
that otherwise might have been lost. 


The private practitioner, it is true, has 


suffered a marked decrease in his emer- 
gency calls through the recognition of 
the value of ambulance service and the 


case with which one may be summoned 
by telephones 
In fact, the 
doctor's 


phone is frequently used to call the 
amtulajice. 
Only a. few years ago 
the 


nearest physician was called for minor 
conditions at all hours of the night. To- 
day the telephone saves many a long 
and needless Journey. Frequently, 
be- 


cause of the knowledg* and appreciation 
that a physician may be quckly sum- 
moned by phone in case of real neces- 
sity, the doctor is not called at all, as 
some transitory condition has disappear- 
ed before morning 


In contrast to this small loss is the 


gain through telephone visits in lieu of 
office calls 
Such phone visits may be 


regarded as office visits, on the ground 
that if telephones did 
not 
exist 
it 


would be necessary for the patient 
to 


seek advice at the office. 


Undoubtedly the 
telephone 
has en- 


abled patients to cling to their family 
physician after moving from his orig- 
inal sphere of influence, whereas, if there 
were no telephones, such loyalty would 
have been impossible. "Professor 
Bell 


and others who followed him in develop- 
ing the telephone system added greatly 
to the comfort, happiness, progress and 
welfare of society.

CAUSE OF PELLAGRA 


There are two views as to the cause' 


of pellagra. According to one, pellagra Is 
a disease caused by an undue use of corn 
In the diet or by the use of spoiled corn. 
This view places pellagra In the same 
clais with beriberi and scurvy. Accord- 
Ing to the other view pellagra is arf In- 
fectious disease, the infecting agent be- 
ing as yet unknown. From a considera- 
tion of the facts at hand in regard to the 
occurrence of pellagra in general, Sam- 
ban felt warranted in asserting that cer- 
tain species of black fly or sand-fly are 
carriers of the Infection, but so far no 
convincing evidence has been obtained to 
support Sambon's view. 


Recently the idea has been advanced 


that pellagra may be due to an Infection 
of the Intestinal canal and that a diet In- 
sufficient in animal protein may aid In 
the development of the disease. This con- 
ception rests on tho frequent occurrence 
In pellagra of inflammation and ulceration 
of tho intestinal lining, on evidences of a 
general Intoxication, and on the Tact that 


the diet in hospitals for the Insane In 
which pellagra has developed, and of the 
Italian peasantry which has suffered so 
greatly from the disease, has been rather 
low in animal protein. If this theory 1< 
correct, pellagra can bo prevented by 
means of proper diet or by the prevention 
of tho infection, whatever its nature may 
be, and moat effectively By the combin- 
ation of these methods. So many cases of 
pellagra have been discovered in the In- 
sane hospitals of the United States dur- 
ing the last few years, and It is so dif- 
ficult to-control the diet of the individual 
insane patient that it would seem evi- 
dent that measures to prevent any pos- 
sible infection s.iould not be neglected. 
If pellagra is Uifectlous, then one source 
of the Infection, and probably the most 
Important, according to The Journal of 
the American Medical Association, Is tho 
pellagrous patient, so that the necessity 
of preventing the spread of the Infection 
by direct and Indirect means needs no 
emphasis.

The officers of the steamer and prin- 


cipally First Assistant Engineer L. B. 


ondon had good reason to believe 
hat the presence of an American gun- 
3oat In Mexican waters would be an 
excellent thing, and were delighted 
with the news that Washington had 
Jispatched the cruiser Denver to the 
.rouble zone on the west coast. 


Gordon waa the near victim of one 


of the bullets fired upon the San Juan 
as she lay in the harbor of Acapuico 
November 23. 
The 
leaden 
pellet 


struck the engineer In the left side, 
narrowly missing his heart. 
Passengers and officers of the liner 
were startled when a hail of bullets, 
coming from the bluff near the fort of 
Acapuico, a quarter of a mile away, 
began to strike .the steamer's sides 
and drop into the water. For a time 
they thought that the Mexican fort 
was making a concentrated attack 
upon the American ship, and Captain 
Frazier feared a panic among his pas- 
sengers and. crew. 
Several of the bullets struck vari- 
ous parts of the ship, driving every 
one to cover. First Assistant Engineer 
Gordon, standing near a companion- 
way, suddenly threw up his arms and 
pitched unconscious 
to 
the 
deck, 


bleeding- from a severe wound in his 
side. He *was Immediately cared for 
by the ship's surgeon, while Captain 
Frazier, wh'en the fusillade of shots 
ceased, sent a boat ashore to investi- 
gate the outrage. 


"Vice-Consul Penguin came off to the 
ship and later made an investigation 
ashore. He found that the shots had 
been fired by Dr. Avails, a druggist, 
who said that he was indulging in 
target practice from one of the hills 
of the town. 
His explanation of tha 


shooting, which the officers of the San 
Juan declared could only have been 
intentional, was discredited by the au- 
thorities and the sharpshooter was 
placed under arrest. 
Nearly a dozen rifle shots were fired 
by Avails, who, it is said, has a mani- 
acal hatred for Americana. The in- 
vestigatlors were of the belief that the 
Mexican soldiers at the fort had noth- 
ing to do with the shooting, but a full 
report of the sensational affair, which 
nearly resulted in a tragedy, was sent 
to Washington by the consular repre- 
sentative. 
The day the San Juan put Into Aca- 
puico on her homeward voyage, refu- 
gees -were hurrying into the town 
from, the interior, with terrible tales 
of outrages Inflicted by bands of 
thieves and murderers roving the 
country. Back of Acapnlco the smaller 
towns are at the mercy- of the ban- 
ditti,- who openly commit rapine and 
murder, while they sack and burn 
the stores and abodes of the people, 
according to those on the San Juan.

0 many women and even growing girls have written 
to me requesting a formula for reducing their thick 
lips that I have taken the time to study the cause 
of thickened lips and find out a prevention and cure 
for the defect. The law of perfect beauty requires 
that the mouth (that most expressive and eloquent 


feature of the human face divine) should be of medium size, 
smaller in woman than in man. The curve of the upper lip is 
said to have furnished the ancient Greek artists with a model 
for the bow of Cupid. The line must extend beyond the lower 
lip, which must, however, be more fully developed and round- 
ed, turning outward so as to leave between it and the chin a 
graceful curved hollow. The teeth should be small, rounded 
and perfectly even and white. 


Naturally lovely red lips are beautiful, and girls seem to 


think that biting the lips makes them red. That is a mistake. 
Although biting the lips reddens them for a little while, the 
after effect is just the reverse of red—they become dry and 
pale. I attribute the thick, heavy under lip to the early habit 
o£ biting them. If the general health is good the lips will be 
naturally red or a healthy pink. The shape is more necessary 
than the color. Unfortunate people who suffer from split lips 
may attribute the cracking to many things—eternal irritants 
of the nature of too spicy food, tobacco and alcoholic drinks. 
Nowadays the harmfnlness of many mouth washes, which con- 
tain irritating ingredients, has been rightly pointed out. To 
this class especially belong volatile oils, which for the sake of 
their perfume are included in almost every better class mouth 
wash, and in many tooth pastes as well. Peppermint oil irr 
particular, which is commonly used for this purpose, is apt to 
produce irritative conditions of the tongue and lips. 


Too strong antiseptic applications are also aggravating to 


tender lips. People who suffer from tender lips should never 
be exposed to salt air or strong winds without anointing their 
lips with some healing salve. A little witch hazel mixed with 
a little pure almond oil is as good as anything. 


It is too bad to see a pretty girl disttfrtrher face by crude 


habits of the mouth. Some girls bite the inside of their 
cheeks, some tighten the lips, compress them until they are 
thin and unpleasant to look at, but the worst habit is biting 
the lips, whether from nervousness or a desire to redden them. 
When the lips are too thick the trouble may be overcome to a, 
great extent by watching your own expression. Look at your- 
self and draw the lips together into a pleasant smile, then cul- 
tivate that smile. A smile has never distorted any face. A 
gram of pulverized tannin and a gram of alkanet chips, melted 
in one ounce of pure cold cream and left to macerate for five 
hours may be rubbed gently over the lips when cold. This salve 
is astringent and will reduce the fullness a great deal. 


Japanese beauties chew a little cinnamon bark to reduce the 


lips, and also as an antiseptic breath pastile. If mothers would 
watch their children and stop the habit of biting their lips they 
would improve the beauty of their families. Cleanliness is 
necessary for a perfectly beautiful mouth. Cigarette smoking, 
sitting with a pencil or toothpick in the mouth will misshapen 
the lips, but a bad temper will do more to the outline of the 
mouth than any other habit. The lips form sweet expressions 
from the inner workings of the mind.

Mr. Dunn In his Introductory remarks 


spoke In very high terms of the work 
and personnel of the California commis- 
sion. He stated that during his visit in 
California he had been making a study of 
the work of the commission and that he 
J>ad nothing but words of praise for It. 


He said in part: 
"Regulating: 
commissions have been 
created both by the nation and most of 
the states because it is believed that 
public utilities must be controlled and 
regulated in the public interest, and it 
Is thought that lawmaking bodies, courts 
and ordinary executive officials are unfit 
for this work. 
The personnel and the 


legal powers of these bodies are equally 
important. 
A commission composed of 


able and impartial men witti small powers 
will do mur>h more good than a commis- 
sion composed of incapable and biased 
men with large powers. 


"Unfortunately, the personnel of regu- 


lating commissions usually has been very 
deficient. Tha commissioners often have 
been partial and 
seldom have been 


specially qualified for their duties. 
Sev- 


eral things are needed to secure better 
men. 
Higher salaries should be paid in 


most states. In only one state, it is be- 
lieved, is the salary over $5000 a year, and 
in some it Is as low as ?1200 or $1500. 
The commissioners should be appointed 
rather than elected. They should have 
special knowledge of transportation and 
other public utility matters when chosen. 
they should be given long terms and reap- 
polnted as long as they remain faithful 
and 
efficient. 
They should have the 


strength and courage to resist the public 
when It Is wrong: as well as to coerce 
public utility managements when they are 
wrong. In too many cases the commis- 
sioners have been politicians who have 
previously carried on agitations against 
the concerns to be repeated and who 
have by that very circumstance become 
disqualified to fairly sit in judgment of 
L'lem. 


A public utility is not public property. 
It is private property devoted to a. public 
service. As long as Its ownership re- 
mains private so should its management. 
Its management has the same right as 
that of any other concern to determine 
originally what rates it should charge. 
what Ei>rv!c? it shall render and how it 
shall be financed. 
so long as the 
management does these things In accord 
•with the public interest there is nothing 
lor a. regulating body to do. But public 
utility managements are often unlntelli- 


•"*" gent, unfair, or rapacious and do not give 
the public good service at fair and reason- 
able rates. It Is then that the regulating 
commission shonld step In and compel the 
management to do its duty. In other 
words, the commission's function is not 
executive, but corrective; and it should 
have and exercise no more authority than 
Is necessary, but all the authority that Is 
necessary, to compel correction of specific 
nouses, whether in rate-making or the 
rendering of service. To give It more 
than this authority Is to encroach on the 
field of management, which Is neither 
lair nor desirable so long as the owner- 
ship of utilities is not public. 
To give 


It less than this authority is to give in- 
adequate protection to tha public in- 
terests. 
The public can fairly become 
-- the general manager of concerns only 
by becoming also their owner.' 


Regulating commissions having been 
created, and given 
sufficient 
authority, 


they shouldthey should be left free* from 
Interference In the performance of their 
duties by either the legislature or the 
public. If they are not the most fit bodies 
lor the performance of their duties they 
should be Improved or abolished. 
If they 


are the most fit they should not be ham- 
pered by the meddling of those less fit 
whether the lawmakers 
or the voters. 


furthermore, 
there 
Is complete Incon- 


sistency between regulation by commis- 
sions and regulation under anti-trust laws, 
the purpose of which Is to enforce com- 


_ petition; and yet the federal government 
»hd some state governments are stupidly 
and unjustly trying both kinds of regu 
latlon. . 


While regulation should be corrective it 


should not be oppressive. The amount 
of profit a public utility should be allowed 
to earn Is T>urely a question of public ex- 
pediency; and public expediency demands 
It shall "be not merely a "lair return" but 
a high enough return to attract Into the 


* business enough capital to enable the con- 


cern to lender good and adequate service. 
This necessary return la about the game 
as the return* earned In other lines of 
business; for all kinds of concerns com- 
pete for capital In the same market, and
